Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  8,  Section  6,  of  the  City  Ordinances  and 
your  request,  I  have  examined  the  books  and  records  of  the  City  of  Man- 
chester tor  the  year  ended  December  31,  1956  and  am  submitting  herewith 
in}-  report  consisting  of  exhibits,  supporting  schedules,  comments  and 
explanations. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

The  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  audit- 
ing standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  and 
financial  records  and  such  other  procedures  as  was  considered  necessary  in 
the  circumstances.  I  examined  or  tested  the  accounts  and  records  in  the  var- 
ious City  departments,  as  well  as  the  Financial  Resolutions  and  other  authori- 
zations affecting  the  finances  of  the  City. 

The  general  books  of  the  City  are  kept  on  a  cash-accrual  basis.  Except 
for  the  Taxes  and  Accounts  Receivable,  the  books  reflect  cash  receipts  and 
disbursements  during  the  year.  However,  at  the  close  of  the  period,  unpaid 
departmental  commitments  are  recorded  to  charge  the  departments  with 
these  items  and  to  accrue  the  outstanding  liabilities. 

BALANCE  SHEET  — REVENUE  ACCOUNTS 
Exhibit  A 
The  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Revenue  Accounts  reflects  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  City  of  Manchester  as  at  the  close  of  business  December  31, 
1956.  In  addition  to  the  General  Revenue  accounts,  the  Balance  Sheet  em- 
bodies the  special  and  restricted  funds.  The  Comparative  Balance  Sheet, 
Exhibit  L,  shows  the  increases  and  decreases  in  the  various  accounts  between 
the  years  1955  and  1956. 

CASH  ON  HAND  AND  IN  BANKS —  $1,122,436.29 

The  cash  in  the  banks  was  reconciled  to  the  bank  statements  and  the 
independent  confirmation  received  from  the  depositories,  while  cash  on  hand, 
in  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  and  in  the  custody  of  several  depart- 
mental officials  was  verified  by  count  during  the  audit.  A  substantial  number 
of  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  the  cash  disbursements  records.  The 
cash  receipts  recorded  in  the  Treasurer's  Office  were  traced  to  the  bank 
deposits.  The  Treasurer's  records  of  receipts  and  disbursements  were  in 
agreement  with  the  controlling  account  in  the  Auditor's  Office  as  well  as  the 
records  in  the   various  departments.    Since  the  cash   for  both  the  Revenue 
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and  Non-Revenue  accounts  is  embodied  in  one  general  cash  account,  the 
reconciliation  embraced  the  cash  for  both  of  these  accounts.  The  free  cash 
balance  available  for  city  purposes  was  $925,473.39  as  compared  with 
$275,309.84  the  preceding  year.  However,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  there  was  a 
balance  in  the  Temporary  Revenue  Loan  account  of  $600,000.00. 

TAXES  RECEIVABLE— $548,513.93 

A  listing  of  the  open  accounts  in  the  various  tax  ledgers  was  prepared 
as  at  Ma>  15,  1957.  Exhibit  A,  Schedule  2,  shows  the  variances  between  the 
balances  verified  and  the  controlling  account.  Most  of  the  differences  were 
substantially  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year.  The  Tax  Warrant  for  the 
current  year  was  completely  footed  and  proved  to  the  records  in  the 
Auditor's  Office  as  well  as  the  Assessor's  Office.  Additional  assessments  and 
abatements  were  examined  for  proper  authorization.  A  substantial  number 
of  unpaid  taxes  were  circularized  and  any  differences  indicated  in  the  replies 
were  investigated  and  satisfactorily  explained.  The  Board  of  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  approved  charging  off  to  the  Surplus  account,  as  uncollectible, 
the  balance  of  the  1950  taxes  amounting  to  $3,222.00. 

HEAD  TAXES  — $61,775.00 

The  total  Head  Tax  revenue  for  the  year  was  proved  to  the  Assessor's 
records  and  a  listing  taken  as  at  May  15,  1957  was  in  agreement  with  the 
controlling  account.  The  unpaid  balances  as  at  that  date  were  verified  by 
circularization.  When  collected,  the  receipts  are  payable  to  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire. 

TAX  TITLES  — $8,407.15 
TAX  DEEDS  — $6,331.71 

The  above  caption  represents  property  acquired  because  of  non-payment 
ui  taxes.  The  open  accounts  in  each  of  the  ledgers  were  listed  as  at  May  15, 
1957  and  were  in  agreement  with  the  controlling  records  in  the  City  Auditor's 
Office. 

DEPARTMENTAL  ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE  — $53,770.28 

The  records  of  the  City  Auditor,  substantiating  the  above,  were  checked 
in  detail  with  the  corresponding  verification  of  the  departmental  records  but 
no  independent  confirmation  was  made  on  the  open  accounts.  Exhibit  A, 
Schedule    I.   sets    forth  the  activity   for  the  year.

All  known  unpaid  departmental  commitments,  including  payrolls,  as  at 
the  end  of  the  year  were  recorded  with  corresponding  charges  to  the  various 
departments.  Exhibit  A,  Schedule  6,  lists  the  departmental  liabilities  accrued. 

Entries  in  the  Temporary  Loan  account  recording  tax  anticipation  notes 
as  well  as  cancelled  notes  were  examined. 

REVENUE  APPROPRIATION  —$157,897.13 

Exhibit  G  shows  the  unexpended  balances  of  the  Revenue  Appropria- 
tion carried  to  1957  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 
Included  in  the  amount  is  the  Water  Works  balance  of  $93,134.44,  the  cash 
for  which  is  included  under  the  caption  "Cash  Unavailable  for  City  Pur- 
poses." 

WATER  REVENUE  — $118,527.61 

The  caption  reflects  the  uncollected  Accounts  Receivable  of  the  Water 
Works  and  is  reserved  for  the  Appropriation  when  collected.  It  has  the 
effect  of  making  the  income  available  to  the  department  only  when  the  cash 
is  collected. 

TAILINGS  — $6,827.32 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  8,  Section  31,  of  the  City  Ordinances  this 
liability  is  set  up  for  outstanding  checks  for  wages,  fees  and  miscellaneous 

items. 

OTHER  FUNDS  — $14,446.67 

This  caption  represents  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  Athletic  and  Cafe- 
teria Funds.  In  as  much  as  they  are  independently  administered  and  the  City 
merely  acts  as  a  depository,  the  examination  of  these  accounts  is  not  within 
the  scope  of  this  audit.  The  cash  for  these  items  is  also  included  in  the  cap- 
tion "Cash  Unavailable  for  City  Purposes."

The  Statements  of  Appropriations.  Exhibit  I  and  J,  show  the  activity 
in  the  Highway  Department.  The  department  allocates  its  total  appropriation 
among  its  several  subdivisions. 

The  charges  for  such  items  as  administration,  engineering  and  insurance 
were  based  on  ratios  arrived  at  in  the  Highway  Department  Office  while 
transportation  and  equipment  charges  were  based  on  operating  cost  figures. 
These  statements,  however,  do  not  reflect  any  changes  in  the  Inventory. 

City   Treasurer 

The  City  Treasurer  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  accounting  for 
the  cash  and  certain  of  the  assets  of  the  various  funds  The  books  and 
records  of  his  office  were  examined  and  a  substantial  number  of  vouchers 
and  payroll  checks  were  compared  with  the  various  cashbooks.  His  books

The  tax  ledgers  as  well  as  the  cash  records  in  the  Tax  Collector's  Office 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  records  of  the  City 
Auditor.  Abatements  were  checked  to  the  various  tax  ledgers  and  a  substan- 
tial number  of  credit  entries  were  also  tested.  The  daily  cash  receipts  were 
traced  to  the  cashbooks.

It  is  apparent  from  the  above  schedule  of  taxes  collected  that  85%  of 
the  total  receipts  are  collected  in  three  months  —  August,  November  and 
December  and  that  the  flow  of  cash  is  uneven.  It,  therefore,  becomes 
necessary  for  the  City  to  borrow  the  first  part  of  the  year  in  anticipation 
of  taxes  on  which  it  must  pay  interest  charges.  Obviously,  the  work  load  in 
the  Tax  Collector's  Office  comes  in  peaks  and  valleys.  To  eliminate  these 
disadvantages,  I  would  suggest  that  the  City  consider  the  billing  and  col- 
lection of  taxes  on  a  quarterly  basis. 

City   Clerk 

The  cash  records  of  the  City  Clerk  were  examined  and  a  comprehensive 
test  was  made  of  the  receipts.  The  general  cashbook  as  well  as  the  automo- 
bile cashbook  was  footed.  Test  checks  were  made  of  motor  vehicle  permits 
issued  during  the  year  as  well  as  license  permits  and  other  fees  collected. 

Auditor 

Expenditures  are  currently  classified  in  the  Auditor's  Office  into  two 
accounts  —  viz :  bills  and  payrolls.  These  expenditures  should  be  expanded 
to  show  the  activity  and  object  of  the  expense.  To  accomplish  this,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  analyze  the  requirements  of  each  department  and  records 
set  up  accordingly.  The  purpose  is  to  record  in  the  Auditor's  Office  detailed 
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information  on  the  expenses  of  the  departments  which  will  aid  in  maintaining 
better  control  over  the  department  appropriations  as  well  as  provide  complete 
information  on   the  department  expenditures. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  expansion  of  the  accounting  system 
be  -eriously  considered. 

/  'ay  rolls 

The  multiplicity  of  deductions  from  payroll  currently  in  effect  makes 
it  advisable  to  reconsider  the  payroll  problem  and  the  earnings  records. 

Currently  a  portion  of  the  deductions  are  maintained  in  the  Auditor's 
Office  while  other  deductions  are  being  recorded  in  the  Treasurer's  Office. 
Thus  the  earnings  record  of  the  employees  in  the  Auditor's  Office  does  not 
t  all  of  the  deductions  made  from  payroll.  Since  all  payroll  deductions 
must  lie  shown  on  the  payroll  stub,  this  same  information  can  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  earnings  record  simultaneously  with  the  preparation  of  the 
check  and  under  the  present  system  appears  to  be  the  most  efficient  method 
of  accumulating  this  data.  The  earnings  record,  in  effect,  becomes  a  by- 
product of  the  check  preparation. 

Along  with  the  above,  it  might  be  advisable  to  consider  establishing  a 
payroll  department  —  either  as  an  independent  unit  or  as  a  part  of  the 
Auditor's  I "unction  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  compute  and  prepare  all  depart- 
mental payrolls  and  the  necessary  deductions.  The  earnings  records  can 
thus  be  created  as  a  by-product  of  the  preparation  of  the  departmental  pay- 
roll. 

Other  Departments 

In  the  course  of  my  audit,  I  also  examined  the  departmental  records 
ma  11  ained  by  the  School,  Fire,  Police,  Library,  Cemetery,  Parks  and  Play- 
grounds, Recreation  and  Aviation,  Building,  Charity,  Health  and  City  Scales. 

In  conclusion,  1  summarize  for  your  careful  consideration  the  following 
salient   recommendations. 

1.  Quarterly  billing  by  the  Tax  Collector's  Office. 

2.  Amplification  of  the  expenditures  in  the  Auditor's  Office. 

S.     lniprming   the  present  payroll  and  earnings   record  system.
